ACCUSES THE POLICE 


Says Flint Officers Started 


Riot in G. M. Strike to 


Cause Trouble. 


WASHINGTON. (-T). Richard C. 


Travis, United Automobile Work- 
ers organizer, charged that "the 
Flint alliance and Flint police" 
started a riot during the recent 
General Motors strike "to cause 
trouble and blame it on the union." 


He told the LaFollette civil lib- 


erties 
committee 
that 
police 


"broke glass out of the doors of 
Flint plant No. 2" and fired in tear 
gas, when food was being brought 
to "sit-down" strikers. 


Travis described the Flint alli- 


ance as "an anti-union organiza- 
tion formed mostly by company 
foremen, politicians, and bankers." 
Flint was the scene of bitter riot- 
ing during the General Motors 
strike. 
Travis said that thruout the 


strike "provocateurs" continually 
"did 
everything possible to stir up 


trouble and make it look bad for 
the union." 


In their efforts to provoke dis- 


order, he continued, they set fire 
to two automobiles in the street 
outside the 
plants 
occupied 
by 


"sit-downers." 


When the riot occurred, he as- 


serted, the Flint alliance had col- 
lected 200 men at a rally, heat 
had been shut off inside the plant, 
and the doors locked by police to 
prevent food from coming in. 


"The police told us that they 


didn't have the key to the door, 
and that if we broke it open they 
wouldn't bother us," he said. 


Travis also testified that Gen- 


eral 
Motors 
officials 
circulated 


"loyalty petitions" thru the fac- 
tories, "coercing" workers to sign. 
The petitions were turned over to 
the Flint alliance, he said. 


"Since the strike the company's 


attitude toward the union has been 
more vicious than ever," Travis 
declared. 
"Men are being framed 


and fired 
for belonging to the 


union." 
Joseph B. Ditzel, a United Auto- 


mobile Workers organizer, testi- 
fied that a band led by G. M. 
foremen "beat up" union officials 
who tried to hold a rally in Sag- 
inaw, Mich. 
Members of a "loyalty commit- 


tee" in the General Motors Sag- 
inaw plant "slugged me with a 
blackjack 
in the lobby of 
the 


Hotel Bancroft," he told the La 
Follette civil liberties committee. 


Travis testified the corporation's 


espionage system had "broken up" 
the federal auto union in Toledo. 


In 1934 the union had 26,000

No Explicit Power. 


As a matter of fact, congress 


has no explicit power to fix the 
size of the supreme court of the 
United States. 
Nowhere in the 


federal constitution is there any 
mention made of the size that the 
supreme court is to be. The con- 
stitution does say that the "ju- 
dicial power" is to be vested in a 
supreme court and it does 
say 


that congress may establish "in- 
ferior 
courts," 
now commonly 


called 
"lower 
courts." but the 


farmers of the constitution failed 
to grant congress the 
specific 


power to fix the number of jus- 
tices of the supreme court. What 
happened was that congress in 
1789 passed the first judiciary act 
and set the number of justices 
at five. From that assumption of 
power by congress, the precedent 
has been developed that congress 
may at any time fix the size of the 
Bupreme court. 


But while congress has at dif- 


ferent times altered the size of the 
court, there is absolutely no prece- 
dent for the setting up of a court 
of fluctuating size and one wherein 
the number of justices is directly 
related to the fact of life tenure. 
The framers of the 
constitution 


wanted judges to be free from 
politics so they assured them of 
life terms. 


Today 
what the 
congress 
is 


asked to do is to set 
another 


precedent—to fix the size of the 
aupreme court contingent upon the

with which congress has really no 
constitutional right to interfere by 
any limitation direct or indirect. 
To force judges to resign by pub-

"Our primary law is not per- 


fect," Senator Norris said, "but in 
my humble judgment an amend- 
ment such as you have described 
this bill to be would certainly be 
very obnoxious ana would be a 
step backward. 


"If such a law is passed by the 


legislature 
and 
signed 
by the 


governor," Norris continued, "we 
ought to be ready at once to cir- 
culate petitions for a referendum 
and take it before the people. If 
a bill of the nature which you 
have described this to be becomes

to defeat it at the polls. 
"I 
think a similar bill was 


passed by the legislature several 
years ago.

Frank J. Brady, appropriations 


chairman and friend of the gover-

When you are 
talking $25 or $30 per month per 
capita assistance you should bear 
in mind that it goes on forever. 
This is an assistance act not a 
pension act." 


He said that the governor's plan 


will produce $300,000 more than 
contemplated for these same pur- 
poses two years ago. 
Senator Cady, author of a bill 


to increase beer and liquor gallon- 
age taxes for the purpose of rais- 
ing more than $1,500,000 addi- 
tional revenue during the bien- 
nium for security, said that adop- 
tion of the Adams 
amendment 


would be one way of killing his 
bill. He referred to liquor tax as 
the most painless tax possible. 


How to Reconcile. 


W. H. Diers. democrat and sup-

TO THE human body have been 


given certain organs, the operation 
of which are essential to life and 
the maintenance of good health. 
Thero are other organs which can 
be removed without material dam- 
age to the welfare. Among those 
that are "vital" and cannot be 
•pared is the liver. 


This important organ has many 


duties to perform. If it becomes 
diseased, only a small portion of it 
remaining healthy, it continues to 
carry on its many functions. For 
these reasons, it is fortunate for us 
that the liver is a large organ with 
an abundance of substances to be 
called upon if the need comes. 


AS a rule, the liver weighs about 


three pounds. This varies accord- 
ing to the size of the Individual. 
In proportion to the size of the 
body, it is larger in young chil- 
dren and decreases in proportion- 
ate size as the child matures. 


Whero It'a Located 


The liver Is located in the upper 


right portion of the abdomen, and 
it pushes up against the dome of 
the diaphragm—the b r e a t h i n g 
membrane. It rests upon several 
of the abdominal organs, such as 
the right kidney, the large intes- 
tine and part of the small intestine 
and stomach. It is a structure of 
considerable size, measuring over 
five inches in thickness on the right 
side, but tapering to a thin edge 
on the left. 
In olden times little wes known 


about the functions of the liver. 
In fact, it is only within the past 
half 
century that our 
present 


knowledge of this vital organ has 
been developed. 
To be honest 


about it, there remains much to be 
learned about this, the largest 
gland In the body. 


The most important task per- 


formed by the liver is in its action 
on certain foods. It converts sugar 
into "glycogen", animal starch. 
This is stored away and, when 
needed, Is turned back into sugar. 


Aids Digestion 


The bile manufactured by this 


organ aids in the digestion of ftits. 
The liver assists the processes of 
nutrition by converting the waste 
materials of the body into certain 
chemicals, known as urea and uric 
acid. These substances are carried 
by the bio;,* stream to the kidneys, 
where \Jtfj 
are dissolved in and 


discharged with the urine. 


In addition to the vital part it 


plays in digestion, the liver aids in 
the manufacture of red blood cells 
and hemoglobin, the coloring mat- 
ter of the blood. It assists in the 
manufacture of "fibrinogen", which 
is an important element necessary 
for the clotting of blood. 


Disturbance* of the liver often 


follow after certain constitutional 
diseases and infections. As a rule, 
such ailments require rigid medical 
attention, together with regulation 
of the diet. Fortunately, disorders 
of the liver are not frequently en- 
countered as they were in former 
years, when little was known about 
the relationship of diatetics and 
health.

The neigh- 
bors notified police, and Hudnell 
was arrested near his home and 
jailed. 


No motive for the shooting is 
known.

Farm Leaders Called. 


Reorganization of the supreme 
court was mentioned in a confer- 
ence Monday between Mr. Roose- 
velt and leaders of farm organiba- 
tions. They were told, they said 
afterward, that it was one of the 
factors to be considered in develop- 
ing a farm program. 


M. W. Thatcher of the Farmers 
National Grain corporation said 
the president's proposal was ef- 
fective as a temporary correction, 
but should be supplemented by a 
constitutional amendment permit- 
ting federal control of agriculture. 
Radio debate continued Monday 
night, with Senator Burke, (d.,- 
Neb.), asking the nation's youth 
to oppose the program and Senator 
Barkley, (d., Ky.), calling for a 
progressive interpretation of the 
constitution. 
Burke declared "the independ- 


ence of the judiciary is undergoing 
the most insidious attack since the 
constit.tuion was written." 
"Governments are 
necessary," 


he said, "but no governors are ever 
so pure, so wise, so farseeing that 
they can be safely trusted to exer- 
cise unlimited authority. 
"The danger is none the less real 


because the present motive behind 
this attack is to remove an ob- 
stacle that seems to stand in the 
way of passage of certain meas- 
ures of national legislation, which 
to their proponents seem necessary 
in order to bring a:d to labor, to 
agriculture, to commerce and to 
industry. 
"So the appeal is made to all of 


these groups in much the same 
method as the spider used in ad- 
dressing the fly." 
Barkley told the federal bar as- 
sociation: "I believe that the con- 
stitution of Lhe United States is a 
living, moving, vital instrument of 
government not to be preserved in 
a museum but to be preserved by 
a fair and liberal interpretation of 
its powers as well as a progressive 
and sane interpretation of its im- 
plied powers." 
James M. Landis, chairman of 


the securities and exchange com- 
mission, joined Barkley in asking 
for a progressive interpretation of 
the constitution.

ATTACKS TWO STATE LAWS 


General American Life Re- 


sists Tax Collection. 


The General American Life In- 


surance company of St. Louis at- 
tacked, in a demurrer filed with 
the supreme court Tuesday, the 
state laws invoked by Insurance 
Director Smrha in an original ac- 
tion filed in that court. The Mis- 
souri State Life Insurance com- 
pany was licensed to do business 
in Nebraska in 1902 and up till 
1932 
promptly paid the state tax 


of 2 percent on gross premiums 
collected in the state. It got into 
financial difficulties in 1933 and 
was finally taken over by the Gen- 
eral American, of which Walter 
W. Head, formerly of Omaha, is 
president. This company assumed 
the obligation of paying all law- 
fully assessed taxes against the 
old company. It, however, refused 
to pay a tax on the eight months' 
premiums collected in 1933 by the 
old company, amounting to $4,623, 
due March 1, 1934. 


Suit was brought by the direc- 
tor, under the declaratory judg- 
ment law, to settle the controversy 
over liability 
of the 
successor 
company, for these unpaid taxes, 
Mr. Smrha having notified the 
General American that it would 
not be licensed after March 1 next 
unless the taxes were paid. 
The General American takes the 
position that as the company was 
not in business in the state in 
1934, it is not liable for a tax 
levied for the privilege not asked 
for and not granted for writing 
business that year, and that the 
law making it so is unconstitu- 
tional because it assumes to take 
property without due process of 
law. It is also pointed out that 
it is discriminatory because do- 
mestic companies pay only 4 mills, 
less 
reinsurance 
and 
dividends 
paid.

It was Venzke who 
toed the line with Glenn Cunning- 
ham at the start of the Columbian 
mile in Madison Square Garden, in 
February of that year—a Venzke 
smarting under the sting of suc- 
cessive defeats, eager to redeem 
himself, 
confident 
that 
his 


rhythmic, effortless stride 
could 
match the best efforts of the bull 
chested man from Kansas. 


They got the gun, and were off. 


Cunningham's faded blue shirt was 
almost hidden in the ruck of the 
field during those first laps, but 
you could 
see 
Venzke, 
because 


Venzke's long stride is the kind 
that requires room, and Gene made 
room for it. He ran without seem- 
ing to breathe. 
Cunningham just 
chugged along. 


The dockers were watching him, 


and they caught his firat quarter 
in 62.6— a pretty fair pace, if he 
could 
keep it 
up. 
The second 
quarter was off—64.8. 
That's a 


half mile in 2 minutes 7 and 4-10 
seconds, which is no record clip. 
But Cunningham, as they saying 
goes, was just beginning to roll. 
Along about the start of the sec- 
ond half, he pulled away from the 
pack and commenced to pour it on. 


It was a killing pace that in- 


creased in speed and tempo as the 
laps flew by. Every hundred yards 
or so, the Kansan seemed to switch 
on a bit more power. 
He went 


faster and faster, while Venzke, 
meeting the challenge, kept dog- 
gedly at his heels. 
Cunningham's 


time for the third quarter was his 
best yet. 61.2. 


Glenn Pours It On. 


And in the closing laps of the 


race, while the crowd yelled hys- 
terically to the beat of his pound- 
ing feet, Glenn set the boards on 
fire. 
Venzke gave ground before 


this final burst, dropping well be- 
hind 
as 
Cunningham hit 
the 


stretch off the last turn. He trailed 
by 20 yards when the Kansas flier 
stormed over the finish line at top 
speed. The time for that last quar- 
ter was !)9.8, and the time for 
tne mile was 4:08.4—the fastest 
mile ever run indoors. 


"I'm full of running," said Glenn 


to the athletes and officials who 
mobbed him in the infield, grab- 


bing: for his hand and slapping his 
back. "I took it too easy in. the 
first half of the race." 
"That's right." said 
his coach 


solemnly. "It should have been a 
4:06 mile." 
, 
But "most everybody else was 
satisfied with it. And a 
few 


months later, In the same banner 
year, Cunningham did achieve the 
4:06 mile, or something that waa 
closer to it than anyone ever ex- 
pected to see. 
For 11 years—aince 1923—the 


world's record for the mile had 
been strictly a foreign possession. 
The last American to hold it was 
Norman Tabor, of Brown, who had 
run 4:12.1 against time in Cam- 
bridge. In 1923, the slender shadow 
of Paavo Nurmi fell athwart the 
track world, eclipsing- every other 
performer. 
The Norseman ran his 


mile in the seemingly 
inhuman 
time of 4:10.4, and for eight years 
that record languished with him in 
Finland. Then a Frenchman, Jules 
Ladoumegue, did a 4:09.2 mile, 
and then, years later, in 1933, the 
frail blond New Zealander called 
Jack 
Lovelock 
went crazy on 


Princeton's outdoor track and ran 
the classic distance in 4:07.6. That 
looked good for 30 years, if not 
forever, and the rest of the boys 
began to think of quitting 
the 


track for the insurance business or 
some other pastime with a future. 


Glenn is Not Preient. 


Cunningham 
was 
in 
Europe 


when Lovelock ran to the record 
at Princeton. In Prague, the critics 
had called the Kansan lazy, be- 
cause he didn't turn on the heat in 
the first half 
of his mile. 
Cun- 


ningham, tho, waa one of the last 
fellows in the 
world 
to 
worry 


about what the critics called him. 


A special race was arranged 


for 
Princeton in 
June of 
1934. 


There seemed to be something in 
the Princeton 
cinders that 
lent 


wings to the feet of the men who 
plowed them, and there was hope 
that Bonthron, or Venzke, or Cun- 
ningham, might approach within 
hailing distance of the standard 
that Lovelock had set on the same 
track. Lovelock didn't enter. He 
wasn't in the country then. 


Bonthron was the favorite that 


day, on the strength of recent per- 
formances, 
but 
Cunningham 


showed him no more mercy than 
he showed the unfortunate victim 
of his special jinx, Venrke. It was 
Cunningham's 
afternoon. 
His 


"pour it 
on" 
technique 
never 


touched greater heights. He took 
the lead 500 yards from the start- 
ing gun and was 
never headed 


again 
Yard by yard, he stepped 


up the beat. 
61.8, 64, 61.8
